He feeds in 
winter on wasta material and in sum- 
mer switches his diet to weedEeeda 
and Insects. About tne only exte*- 
uating circumstance advanced In his 
favor i6 that he sometimes—but very 
seldom—flies out to the country dis- 
tricts where alfalfa grows and does 
a. little good service by preying on 
the alfalfa weevil. But most of the 
time he feeds on insects which 'play 
a useful part of agricultural service 
Hence about 99 counts against: him. 
and only one in his favor. 


Also he is guilty of ^destroying 


fruit, such as cherries, grapes, peara 
and peaches. 
He gobbles up buds 


and - flowers 
of cultivated shrubs 
trees and vines. He causes havoc

The-pol- 
json should.be scattered so that- a 
{•large number of .birds may get it at 
' the earner time. If only a few are 
affected the remainder may get'sus- 
picious and ay away. One of the 
sparrow's greatest attributes

ikeen sense of danger. The presence 
' of a dead bird will suffice to fright- 
en off a whole flock. 
If a farmer 


merely wishes to keep tie birds off. 
his land he can do so by maintain- 
ing a supply of poisoned Baft in 
sight all the time, but if he wishes 
to exterminate them he must suc- 
ceed the poisoned bait by ft supply 
of unpoisoned food BO that the spar- 
rows having regained confidence will 
return later for a portion of
